ARD. 


The returns are all in from the elec- 


tions for delegates to the Republican 
National Convention. The full con- 
rention will consist of 918 delegates, 
and it will take 460 votes to adopt a 
platform and nominate a candidate. 
Congressman Grosvenor of Ohio, the 
McKinley statistician, tabnMes the 
States and delegates on the financial 
question as follows: 


For the gold standard—Connecticut 


12, Delaware 6, Georgia 26, Illinois d8, 
Indiana 30, Kentucky 26, Maine 12, 
Maryland 16, Massachusetts 00, Minne- 
sota 18, Missouri 34, Nebraska 16, New 
Hampshire 8, New Jersey 20, New York 
72, North Dakota 6, Pennsylvania 64, 
Bhode Island 8, Tennessee 24, Ver- 
mont 8, Washington 8, Wisconsin 21.

The Texas and South Carolina con-
